Everybody will agree that the Prime 
Minister's financial proposals are 
satisfactory from at least one stand- 
point. There is in them no beating 
about the bush, no side-stepping, no 
trying to play off one part of the 
country against another, no effort to 
bemuse or mislead the people. His 




























he means or what he Is after, 
Policy is to protect Canadian work- 
ers and Canadian farmers against un 
fair foreign competition in a time of 
world-wide depression and ruthless 
dumping, © His whole programme {s 
Canada first, the Empire second. 
and the rest of the world a bad third. 
In the main, yesterday's increased 
duties are confined to the intermed- 
fate and general tariffs, the effect 
being to place imports from Great 
Britain in a more favorable position. 
This tendency is emphasized by an 
increase in the preference on direct 
shipments through Canadian ports. 
Increased protection is granted to a 
number of farm products—too num- 
erous to mention, though they Iin- 
clude hogs, meats, fruits and so forth. 
‘The motor industry is given a further. 
Ufe by increased duties on high- 
Priced cars and by the exclusion of 
used automobiles from the United 
States. There is relief for the Ieath 
er industry {rf its various depart- 
ments, for the manufacturers of wood 
products, roofings and building stone. 
and for watch and clock makers, The 
tariff on farm implements is left un- 
changed, as is that on textiles for the 
most part. Another effort ls made to 
assist the window glass industry. 
Nova Scotia will, particularly, 
welcome the tariff increases on coal 
and coke, and upon some steel pro- 
ducts as a further installment in fu!- 
filment of the Duncan report. Ths 
duty on tea should be a fruitful source 
of revenue, and it will be the more 
easily borne at a time when the gen- 
eral cost of Hving has been material- 
ly reduced.. The duty on imported 
magazines and periodicals is worthy 
of special comment, It Is fully in line 
with the Government's determination 
to protect Canadian industry against 
undue competition from outside. 
The Government takes power to 
impose excise duties upon manufac- 
turers who abuse their tariff protec- 
tion by increasing the prices of pro- 
ducts to the consumer.

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CANADIANS LOOK WITH HORROR 
and amazement at the daily crime records of 
the big cities in the United States, the blaz- 
en insolente of crooks, known as bootleg- 
gers, racketeers, gangsters - and gunmen, 
many of them millionaires in law breaking. 
Why this condition of affairs ig permitted to 
exist in te land of George Washington and. 
Abraham Lincoln is incomprehenstble to 
students of United States history at this dis- 
tance. The United States sacrificed hund- 
reds of thousands of lives to abolish slavery, 
and prevent the union from being dismem- 
bered, but it would appear to be threatened 
with an even greater slavery: menace if this 
gangster control is permitted to spread. The 
underlying principle of the racketeering 
craft seems to be that no man can engage 
in any profitable business in the metropolis 
without paying tribute to the master rack- 
eteers for “protection”, that is protection 
from racketeers, cases even being reported 
where attempts have been made to make 
actors in popular productions pay tribute to 
perish. A close-up of the situation’and a 
view of the situation from an _ American 
standpoint is afforded in a thesis by Prof. 
William E. Dodd, Professor of American 
History at the University of Chicago, who 
states that bootlegging, racketeering, gang- 
dom, and all the rest of the hierarchy of 
crime are part of the national inheritance. 
Ex-barkeepers and social leaders are not 
the first to conspire to violate the constitu- 
tion and laugh at the courts. The constitu- 
tion of the U.S.A. has been manhandled to 
serve special interests as against the unor- 
ganized masses ever since hands which built 
the framework of the republic broke its laws 
when it suited them.” Even before that, the 
first Americans were conspicuous for break- 
ing their agreements with the Indians and 
resorting to massacre when they deemed it 
necessary to extend the area of conquest. .

Statement as to Needs of 
City in Way of 
Protection 


PROPERTY VALUE 


The following statement in regard 
to the size of the police force and 
the needs of the city in the way of 
Protection has been furnished The 
Ontario Intelligencer: - 

“Report of the proceedings of a 
recent meeting of the City Council 
appearing in The Belleville Ontario 
Intelligencer would appeas to indi- 
cate that some misapprehension ex- 
ists in the minds of the Council as 
to the strength of the Belleville 
Police Force. 

“The force ts now one man less 
than it has keen for many years. 
There is some information which 
perhaps might be kept in the minds 
ef the members of the City Council, 
and the citizens generally in giving 
consideration to the needs of the 
Belleville Police Force: 

1. “Since the dezth of the late

years, John Newton, although in ad 
vanced age since his resignment from 
the office of Chief of Police, and 
was not capable of continuous patro! 
duty, was nevertheless an exceeding- 
ly useful constable, because of his 
long experience, and was on almost 
continuous day duty from the time 
he retired from the office of Chief 
Constable, until his last {llness, and 
was able to render useful service dur 
ing the absence of members of the 
police force on accoun: of illness or 
holidays. 

2. “The moncy and other personal 
Property within the City of Belle- 
ville easily amounts to ten million 











dollars. 

3. “The value of the bufidiigs in 
Belleville is about $20,000,000. 

4. “There are about 14,000 perm- 
&nent residents in Belleville to be 
protected. 

5..“At least 50,000 transients pass 
through Belleville every year. 

6. “Thirty-five railway trains pass 
in or out of Belleville dally. 

7. “Belleville is on a main high- 
way through the province, and on 
the main waterway between the head 
of navigation snd the sea, and on 
the main line of the two transcon- 
tinental railways. 

8. “Belleville has had very Httle 
serious crime. 

9. “If it became known to the 
criminals of this country and the 
states that there was a weakening 
in the Belleville Police Force, we 
might readily expect an influx of 
desperate criminals, with consequent 
loss to the citizens, damage to pro- 
perty, injury to persons, and per- 
haps loss of life. Once desperate 
criminals get a foothold in the com 
munity it is difficult and expensiy 
to dislodge them.

In 1923 his re- 
cord entitled him to recognition and 
he was appointed Minister without 
Portfolio. He had previously taken 
a deep interest in Hydro matters and 
in July, 1923, he was named to the 
Commission. Since that time he 
has devoted himself thoroughly to a 
study of power matters rnd during 
the last election hi; speeches were 
practically all centred on this in- 
dustry. 

Hon. John Robert Céoke had 
elways interested himself in muni- 
cipal politics and was first elected 
to Rawdon Township council in 
1900, and in 1903 he was named De- 
puty Reeve, while in 1910 he 
sent to the County Council from 
Rawdon Township. y 

In 1888 Mr. Cooke was married 
to Emma Wickens, daughter of Wil- 
liam Wickens, cf Ivanhoe. Politics 
have been his chief ambition and he 
was always a staunch Conservative, 
while farming is his chief hobby. 

Mr. Cooke is a member of the A.

London, June 8 (AP)—The Gove 
ernment\ Commission appointed to 
adjudicate the differences between 
the Jews and Moslems over rights to 
the use of the Wailing Wall at Jeru- 
salem for devotional purposes today 
ruled that the sole ownership of the 
wall is vested in the Moslems, 

At the same time the Commission 
held that the Jews should have fre: 
access to the Wall for the purposes 
of devotion at all times under def- 
inite conditions regarding appurten- 
ances of worship. . 

It is stipulated that the Jews shall 
net blow. the ram's horn near the 
Wall nor cause any unavoidable dis- 
turbanze to the Moslems who in turn 
must not annoy the Jews during their 
devotions. 

The temporary prohibition against 
the use of benches, carpets and sim- 
llar appurtenances is made absolute. 

‘The ruling stipulates that Moslems 
shall not construct, repair or de- 
molish any building adjacent to the 
wall in such a manner as to encroach 
on the pavement or to interfere with 
the Jews during their devotional 
visits. f

THE PRICE OF JUSTICE 


The news that the cost of justice 
in Great Britain is to be reduced 
should serve to remind other coun- 
tries of the urgent need for reform 
that exists in this. direction. Justice 
can hardly be to exist unless it 
is cheap. Or what real use to the 
masses of a nation ts » theoretically 
perfect system of justice, calculated 
to alft out the last grain of truth in 
every case presented to it, if the peo- 
ple cannot afford te put Its ma- 
chinery in motion? 

There are two chief causes for the 
present expensiveness of legal pro- 
cesses in Great Britain. The first 
concerns the law of evidence, which

8 MEN ALIVE 
IN SUNKEN SUB 


Expect Hull to be Raised 
Within Few 
Hours 


WEIHAIWEI, China, June 10—AP 
—Twenty fathoms under the Yellow 
Sea, elght. men in the sunken Brit- 
ish submarine Poseidon waited help- 
lessly today while on the surfac: 
— efforts to rescue them pro- 
The parent ship Medway was able 
to maintain communication with the 
submersible while the naval vessels 
Hermes and Cumberland worked 
with a Japanese salvage ship to raise 
the hull off the bottom. Naval of- 
ticials belfeved they could do that 
within a few hours. 

The eight men still living were be- 
Meved to be the only ones of the 
eighteen missing after the submar- 
ine coilided with the Chinese steam- 
er Yuta 21 miles north of this port, 
shortly after noon yesterday. 

The other ten were believed to 
have been trapped in one of the com- 
partments frcm which rescue would 
be virtually impossible even if they 
were still alive. 

Pive o:ficers and thirty men were 
saved. six of them popping up througn 
the water within,four hours after ths 
disaster. They had used the Davis 
Escape Apparatus issued to British 
Submarine crews only recently. Two 
of them died shortly after they were 
taken out of the water cnd one of 
the remaining four Is still in critical 
candition.

EARTHQUAKE IN BRITAIN 


Over in England things are always 
stable. The people are the calmest in the 
world. But the other day there was a feel- 
ing of instability when the earth quaked. 
The tremors were the most serious ever felt 
in the British Isles. A rainbow phenomenon 
was witnessed which is described as a pe- 
culiar arc.of orange hue resembling some 
huge bright light which was seen in London 
on the fight of Thursday and which was seen 
on the.sea the Monday of the quake. Sup- 





tory had never seen anything like this mid- 
night visitor stretching northward all across 
the sky. Whether this has anything to do 
with the quake is not known, but it is re- 
corded that as far back as 1661 the same 
sort of light manifestations wére reported. 

The Montreal Gazette, going into the 
science of seismology, says: 

“As yet we know little as to the real 
causes of earthquake phenomena. The mat- 
ter has been the subject of many conjectures. 
We are told that equilibrium does not exist 
in the depths of the earth and that its com- 
motions have never been arrested. Also 
that in regions .where the rocks preserve 
their original horizontal position we can 
count upon tranquility of the strata more 
than in regions where lateral pressure is 
likely to cause trouble. We have today the 
seismic needle which will accurately indicate 
the slightest shock and from which it can be 
told just about where the centre of disturb- 
ance lies. Such visitations serve to remind 
incredibly stupendous 
forces that are at work within the awesome 

crypts of the cosmos upon which we dwell, 

But if terrific titans, we hope they will re- 

main in hiding, and not attempt to make us 

feel the shake of the earth any more than 
. we feel its spinning.” ane :

BRITAIN HOLDING UP 


Today more than evr before there 
is need of encouraging facts to offset 
the influence of the croakers who see 
for Britain nothing less than a slow 
descent into the ‘limbo. of nations 
collapsed and countries exhaus‘ed. A 
few figuresthathave just been made 
public would seem to constitute some 
such encourrgenent. For instance, 
in the past eleven years Britain has 
reduced her gross national debt by 
$2,075,000,000, despite the fact that 
there have only two good trade years 
in that period. This steady lessen- 
ing of Britain’s obligations during a 
Period of long di should 
serve to give heart to those who have 
grown fearful that British invest- 
ments are perhaps a dublous things, 
after all, to trust in. 

Purther strength is lent to this by 
the fact that despite the manifold 
factors that have militated against 
British trade development since the 
War, Britain’s proportion of the 
world’s export trade ls down only 
2 1-2 per cent, from 13.13 to 10.36, 
while her export trade in terms of 
quantity has increased 8 per cent in 
the five years from 1924 to 1929.

SHIPS, BIG AND LITTLE, crowded Bay 
of Quinte Wednesday of this week, and it 
looked like old times to see so many vessels 
plowing the historic waters of this lovely bay 
with its legion lore of Indian canoe, lumber- 
man’s batteau and poifter, rafts of timber, 
lofty windjammers, the first steam boat as 
seen from “Steamboat Tree” on the hill near 
01. Ponton’s cottage. (This tree was blown 
down in a severe storm just a few years ago.) 
The Bay Bridge draw was kept busy letting 
various types of freighters through including 
the Cementkarrier, all steel, long and power 
ful, the finest vessel of its kind on the lakes 
and one of the fleet of the Canada Cement 
Company: The Waterloo, of the same fleet, 
also arrived from the cast with a French- 
Canadian captain and crew and a cargo of 
gypsum which was unloaded by a travel- 
ling steam crane and big metal scoops which 
closed and opened with almost uncanny hu- 
man precision, carrying the cargo from the 
hold to waiting cars on the wharf alongside. 
The Cementkarrier at the next berth at 
Point Anne was receiving 2,700 tons of 
cement to carry to Windsor, and the loading 
was so quict that unless advised otherwise 
the casual observer would imagine that the 
crew were all on shore leave. Swiftly trav- 
eling from the silo or storage tower on wide 
rubber belts and weighed en route, the cem- 
ent was carried into great . pipes which in 
turn carried the cement to the hold pouring 
through wire mesh gratings to prevent any 
foreign matter getting in. At Windsor the 
cement is unloaded with the same labor-say- 
ing precision, by a_ process of practically 
sucking the cement through huge pipes from 
the et pe to the warehouse. Capt. Knudson 
of Belleville, is in command of this great 
freighter and brought her overseas from Eng 
land where she was built. The captain is 
very proud of his.boat which is the last word 
in electric control, from oil fuel. Thescap- 
tain in his lofty perch commands every move 
ment of the great vessel with a battery of 
levers, just like a typewriter board ona 
large scale, and the vessel responds like 
something alive. Where is the chief engin- 
eer watching the dial for signals in the hot 
engine hold?

Where is all the romance of the 
steam era on the high seas, and before that 
the bilge and bosun era when the power 
which.drove the ships was wrested from the 
clouds and time was not so much of an ob- 
ject as in these mad_ galloping days.

It wilf be some weeks before all 
the lists are in the hands of the Of- 
ficials in the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. When they have been 
carefully scrutinized and certain 
other preliminary work done, sched- 
ules will be mailed to each retail or 
wholesale establishment. It is ex- 
pected that somewhere between 150,- 
000 and 200,000 names will be recelv- 
ed and, though, a very great amount 
of preparatory work is necessary be- 
fore schedules can be mailed, it ts 
expected that they will be sent out 
in August.

DRIVE TO RIGHT 


Howard Lloyd Addresses 
Deaf Convention on 
Motoring 


Greatly concerned over the possi> 
bility that driving Ncenses might be 
taken away from them and ‘ne 
right_to own and operate an ‘auto- 
mobile Jost to them forever, the deaf 
of this. province were vehemently 
‘lurged by Howard Lloyd in conven- 
tlon this morning to observe ¢very 
care and precaution when driving 
their cars. He urged them strictly 
to adhere to all the regulations of 
the Highway Act of Ontario. ‘One 
bad accident,” he said, “and all our 
privileges might be taken away from 
us, When one who can hear gets 
in an accident, there is not much 
said about it but lf a deaf person 
should kill somebody or be the 
cause of a serious accident it would 
be spread all over Ontario in every 
newspaper.” 

“Let us,” he said, keep quiet and 
not Jet the people know that we 
have cars and as years roll along, 
we will increase our records for- safe 
and sane driving.” 

“Any correspondence to newspap- 
ers or persons should be left to com- 
mittee, which is responsibie to the 
O.AD. éxecutive and the deaf driv- 
ers. Past experience showed some po 
Ple “hot under the collar” and flying 
off the handle which bungled the 
situation of the deaf drivers. Go 
slowly and make sure of your ground 
and copsult your fellow drivers.” 

“Your committee wishes to point 
out that the strictest adherence to 
all the regulations of the Highway 
Act of Ontario should be. obsetred.” 

“The auto is the only possession, 
from which we derive much pleasure 
and it is obvious that care must be 
taken to guard our Interest and hete 
tegard to the rules of the road.’ 

“Try to keep to the right as far 
as possible as drivers behind usua'ly 
press the horn and try to pass on 
pe left at once, not knowing we are 

“Another thing. The first accident 
in which a deaf driver is involved, is 
Yab'e to be magnified as a proven 
case against permitting deaf per- 
sons to drive cars. Is it right to place 
those careful deaf drivers alongside 
of one who was in an accident and 
cendemn them all? Applying such 
& system of reasoning to those wh? 
hear, would be jeered at as ridiculous 
and absurd.” 

“The burning question among deat 
owners of cars is auto-insurance. 
Some have sscured auto insurance 
easily probably through friends and 
relatives. The majority of them wetc 
unable to secure protection. ome 
were O.K. by local agents but th: 
Head Office refused to accept risks 
for deaf drivers.” 

“Your committee would welcome 
suggestions on this matter now or at 
a latter meeting in another room for 
auto drivers only.’

A ccnvention where no one spoke 
and where’sessions were carried on 
in perfect silence proved something 
new this week for newspaper report- 
ers who covered the annual meet~- 
ing of the Ontario Association for 
the Deaf at the School.

Mrs. Byrne became interested in 
the problems of the deaf and is call- 
ed by the loved title in Toronto of 
“The Mother of the Deaf.” She is 
one of the guiding spiriis of the 
Community House for the Deaf .in 
that city and of the Church for the 
Deaf. 

Throughout the sessions she fol- 
lowed the sign language of the speak 
ers, explaining each sentence to the 
reporters. Her voice was the only 
sound in the room. Unlike any other 
convention this was not distracting. 
the only thing that interfered with 
the concentration of the delegates on 
the finger spelling of the speakers 
being movements among those in the 
audience.

And the scout left town, However, before the season was over the 
Giants drafted Stock, later to send him to Buffalo and MobiJe,and then 
keeping him until using him in a trade with the Phillies in 1915, after 
which he played with St. Louls and Brooklyn in the majors, and is now 
managing Moblle in the Southern Associa jon. Stock is slightly deaf in 
his right ear, but it’ didn’t effect his playing. Schmidt may have deserved 
the nickname Crazy, but he was crazy like a fox in Stock's case.

President Hoover of the United States on the 
question of a general moratorium for one 
' year of the payments of war debts. It was 
probably natural ‘that the darkest hour was 
. that just before the president made his 
+ momentous announcement. A feeling of the 
utmost weariness in the continuance of_a 
depression which has laid millions idle, dis- 
rupted the ordinary channels of trade and 
hazarded industry everywhere and caused 
much distress had begun to assert itself and 
there was evidently only a forlorn hope left 
as the belief gained currency that Germany 
was taking up the question of war debts be- 
cause of her reported inability to meet pay- 
ments. i 

If the proposal of Hoover gains way, it 
may. be followed by an extension of the mor- 
atorium. 

Mysterious conferences and movements 
of. leading financiers and men in authority 
of late led to a general impression that some 
thing was in the air regarding war debts 
which have been hanging over the world like 
a cloud for some years. The announcement 
of President Hoover, however, did strike 
suddenly and has: produced a profound im- 
pression upon every country of the world. 
It is felt that the bear movement, one of 
the signs and accompaniments of depression, 
has definitely been stemmed and that the 
future is brighter, \ 

So much being said and such high hopes 
stirred, it would’ be a black day if the pro- 
found hopes of men the world over are not 
realized; if in some way the millions of idle 
are not to be gradually absorbed into work 
chernels, some into the old ways and others 

into new avenues of labor; if it were felt that 
the hopes could not be accomplished and 
that there was no cure but a gradual ex- 
haustion from which the world would slowly 
through many years, emerge 

The very response of the world to the 
suggestion is a happy sign. It~means that 

+ the people are ready with the injection of a 
new spirit ef hope to. go to work to set their 
house in order and to usher in better times. 
*. Back of this depression is real distress 
as Europe shows, The condition was not 
entirely a mental one of loss of faith and 
credit for it was founded on actual hard- 

* ship. But even hardship.and distress have a 
way of improving their condition jf the pro- 

per incentive is furnished, _ °~ 


A NEW RECORD 


The merry race goes on. Ships against 
ship, clipping off hour after hour in the con- 
quest of the sea! The C.P.R. liner the “Em- 
press of Britain,” recently launched, made a 
record in crossing from Cherbourg to Father 
Point, four days, twelve _ hours, and thirty 
minutes being consumed in the passage 

Poor old Christopher Columbus crossed 
the same ocean but it took him months and 
he almost lost his life at the hands of his 
crew who feared the unknown: Too bad, a 
man of his intrepid character cannot return 
to enjoy one of the modern pleasure trips 
across the sea on a modern steamship. 

Records cannot but be an incentive to 
builders of ships and such a record as the 
Empress holds must be a source of pride to 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. . ; 


DISAPPOINTED OVER ICEBERGS 


The Montreal Star has a laugh at the 
expense of the icebergs and hints that it 
might be possible to make a synthetic ice- 
btrg to represent the icebergs which are 
getting scarce. The paper says: 
“Where have the icebergs gone? The 
patrols do not know. They have scoured the 
seas, as is their duty each year, but to no 
avail. Scientific folk, according to a Boston 
writer, are pretending that the conditions of 
drought that obtained over a large area of 
this continent prevented ~the accumulation 
of sufficient water to the north to provide 
the iceberg factories with an adequate sup- 
ply of their principal material. He suggests 
that already the complaints of disappointed 
tourists have prompted some steamship com- 
panies to consider the possibility of anchor- 
ing a few synthetic icebergs off the ship 
lanes as a permanent attraction. ‘ 

“This seems like a novel idea. How 
long a synthetic iceberg would last is, of 
course, & matter of calculation, but it ought 
to be possible to devise some comparatively 
~ inexpensive ‘means of accumulating suffic- 

ient syntitic ice to make a fairly imposing 
pile to station off the Straits of Belle lle, fpr 
instance. An artistically hacked mass mate 
very easily assume the aspect of the genuine 
article, particularly after the sun had got in 
a day or two of its dirty work.”

LONG-LIVED PARENTS 


Longevity is now the subject of studies 
at universities. Genealogical: materia] has 
been collected and is to be studied to see if 
any reason can be discovered for long life 
in certain families. According to the Ham- 
ilton Spectator, “‘A careful analysis was 
made of the family records of 100,000 people 
and the results indicate that the expectation 
of life of the parents of children dying at 60 
yéars of age or over is at all ages, from 20 
years on, greater than the expectation of 
life of the parents of children dying under 
50 years of age. The tables indicate, also, 
that the expectation of life of the sons of 
fathers dying at 80 years of age or over, or 
with fathers still living at 80 years of -age, 
is greater at all ages from birth on than the 
expectation of life of the sons of fathers who 
have died at ages between 50 and 79. It is 
also much greater than the expectation of 
life of the sons of fathers who died under 
50 years of age. Prof. Raymond Peart, dur- 
ing a recent discussian, pointed out that it 
had been a common observation that ‘length 
.of days tends to run in families, and he re- 
ferred to the statement of* Oliver Wendell 
Holmes: ‘The first thing to be done is, some 
years before birth, to advertise for a couple 
of parents both belonging to long-lived fam- 
ilies, Especially let the mother come of a 
race in which octogenarians and nonagenar- 
jans are very common phenomena. There 
are practical difficulties in following out 
this suggestion, but possibly the forethought 
of your progenitors, or that concurrence of 
circumstances which we call accident, may 
have arranged that for you.’ Dr. Morris 
Fishbein, editor of the Journal of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, summarizing the
